The Emde '234 reference discloses a screen comprising: a 
panel 100 including an edge 108; a seal 110 including a cavity 
112; lighting 102; a sealing compound (par. 0011); and cables 
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20, as claimed. The initial statement of intended use (shower) , 
and all other functional implications related thereto, have been 
considered but do not appear to impose any patentably 
distinguishing structure over that disclosed by Emde '234. The 
Emde '191 reference is cited merely to indicate an earlier 
publication date for the subject matter disclosed in Emde '234. 

6. The foreign language references cited in the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed September 30, 2004 were lined-out as 
lacking description.
